This 
created an unfortunate condition for Pool members there who want to deliver grain 
to their own facilities. In some instances Pool members have asked the question “Why 
advertise asking for patronage of Pool Elevators when there is no room in the 


Pool Elevators at our point?” 


It should be remembered, however, that there are 486 Alberta Wheat Pool 
country elevators and in many of thse there is ample space for grain deliveries. Pool 
publicity is, therefore, directed to the farm people surrounding such delivery paints. 


Furthermone, a publicity program to be successful must be comprehensive and 
continuous. It is important that the farm people should be constantly reminded of the 


édvantages of supporting the Alberta Wheat Pool.
